Jacques Emest Sarrazin was a blockade runner who operated primarily 
along the Mississippi coast. He was Captain of the steamship Anna 

which was captured on November 22, 1861 by the USS Cuyter and the USS 
Massachusetts in the Mississippi Sound. 

Captain Sarrazin was sent to a POW camp in New York. Although he was 
Catholic, he was a Mason and it is supposed that, through his 

fraternal contacts, his transfer to a prison in Havana was arranged. 

He escaped from the prison in Cuba and retumed to his home in 
Pascagoula, Mississippi.
